Noted Newspaper Man and prom­ 


inent Politician

EXPIRES IN A COURT 


Deceased, Who Had Filled a .Num­ 
ber of Important P ositions, Was 


Overtaken bj Grim Reaper 


While (testing. 


Omaha, Aug. 81.—Edward Rosewa­ 
ter, the well known new spaper man 
aud prom inent politician, was found 
dead In district courtroom No. 6. on 
the third floor of the Dee building, at 
in early hour today. 
Mr. Rosew ater, who had gone Into 
(he room for a short rest Thursday 
night, 
was 
discovered dead by the 
Janitor of the building. 
H eart failure 
caused his death. 
Deceased bad evi­ 
dently sat down on a bench in the 
courtroom and fell asleep. 
Mr. Rosewater 
went to Waterloo, 
Neb., Thursday afternoon and made a 
speech at a Republican meeting and 
reached Omaha on his return and went 
to his office In the Bee building and is 
known to have been In his office in 
the evening, but was not seen by 
members of his family after returning 
from Waterloo. 
When Judge Troup, who 
presides 
over tour! No. 6, arrived at the court­ 
room Friday morning he was surprised 
to And the limp, lifeless body of Mr. 
Rosewater on a bench. 
The body was 
removed to his residence. 
Dr. Charles Rosewater, a brother of 
the dead editor, attributed the sudden 
death of his brother to results which 
followed 
the 
excitement 
attendant 
upon a long campaign, in which Mr. 
Rosewater was a prominent candidate 
for United States senator. 
Edward Rosewater, founder and ed­ 
itor since IH71 of the Omaha Bee, was 
born at Dukovan, Bohemia, In 1841. 
s He came to the United States in 1854 
I and began to work as a telegraph op- 
' erator when eighteen years old. From 
1861 to 1863 he was a mem ber of the 
United States m ilitary telegraph corps 
| and in later years becam e m anager 


I of the Pacific Telegraph company at 
■ Omaha. 
He was at various tim es a 
m em ber of the advisory board of the 
United S tates m int commission and 
representative of the U nited 
States 
! and vice president of the Universal 
j Postal congress. 
He was the original 
prom oter of the Transm ississippi ex* 
) position, held at Omaha in 1898. 
He 
was a candidate for United States sen­ 
ator before the Republican state con­ 
vention at Lincoln.

“I believe that later this evening it! 
ta tim e for me to make a speech, and 
you m ust not expect one now. 
When 
a man Is in a difficulty he has a right 
to call upon his friends for assistance, 
trying to get homeetaoinhsrdlcmfwyp 1 
I am In a difficulty. 
I am trying to 
get home, but I have been traveling 
so much of late that for the life of me 
I can hardly tell where my home Is.” 
“In W ashington,” called an enthu­ 
siastic auditor. 
“The white house,” shouted another. 
"And we’re going to put you there,** 
yelled a third. 
Then every one cheered. Mr. Bryan 
smiled Indulgently. 
“I thought my home was In N ebras­ 
ka,” he said. 
"Only until 1908,** shouted the crowd. 
"Some said it was In Missouri,’* 
added Mr. Bryan, amid laughter. “I ve 
come to the conclusion that if I find 
friends like this everywhere, I don't 
care where home is.

New York. Aug. 31—In his speech 
Mr. Bryan declared that the trusts 
were the great issue of the day.

favored the closest supervision of the 
organization of corporations, and de­ 
clared that no man should be a direct­ 
or of two or more corporations which 
deal with each other, or deal in the 
same line of business. 
He called for 
the enforcement of the criminal clause 
of the Sherman antitru st law, and 
then went Into the question of govern 
nient ownership of railroads, and de­ 
clared what he had seen in other 
countries had 
served 
to strengthen 
his conviction on the subject. 
He saw 
danger in centralization, however, and 
for this reason advocated Federal own­ 
ership of trunk lines aud state owner­ 
ship of local lines. 
He advocated a universal work day 
of eight hours.
